The defeat of the Creek 
Indian Nation at the Battle 
of Horseshoe Bend was the 
major event of the War of 
1812 in the lower south, 
Captain Andrew Jackson, 
a middle Tennessee poli- 
tician with a talent for en- 
terprise and leadership, 
routed the hostile Creeks at 
Horseshoe Bend on March 
27, 1814, opened Alabama 
and other parts of the 
Old, South to white settle- 
ment, and established his 
military reputation, 

In 1813 the Creeks were 
living over large parts of 
what is today Georgia and 
Alabama. Since early in 
the 1790’s when a treaty 
with the United States set 
the boundaries of the Creek

peace with American fron- 
tier settlements. For

report, some Creeks wiped 
out seven frontier families, 

The Indians fesponsible 
were tried bya Creek tribal 
council and executed. This 


resulted in reprisal after 
reprisal by both sides, and 
on August 30 a thousand 
warriors under William 
Weatherford of the Upper 
Creeks, fell upon Fort 
Mims 20 miles north of § 
Mobile. In the attack over 
500 men, women and chil- 


dren were slain, This was 
the final straw that brought 
Andrew Jackson and his 
forces into the battle and 
resulted in the annihilate 
of the Creek Nation.

Coffee County Is Debt- 


Free For First Time 


Coffee County is free 
of debt perhaps for the 
first time in its history 
according to Probate Judge 
J, O, English, 

He said that the County 
Commissioners made the 
final $14,000 payment Mon- 
day paying off the $315,000 
borrowed through the sale 
of gasoline tax warrants 
18 months ago. 

The judge said this is 
the first time in his 18 
years as probate judge and 
probably ‘‘the first time in 
the lifetime of Coffee Coun- 
ty,’’ that the county has 
been free of general in- 
debtedness. 

‘We just wanted to see 
how it would feel to be 
out of debt,’’ Judge Eng- 
lish remarked, explaining 
that in order to do it ‘‘we 
just cut and cut here and 
there.’’ He added, ‘‘May- 
be we slacked off paving 
a little bit.”’ 

The county’s bonded in- 
debtedness was _ retired 
“‘some time ago,’’ Judge 
English said, explaining 
bonds were sold for some 
bridge - construction work 
done back in 1922, 

He said the county bor- 
rowed the $315,000 through 
the gasoline tax warrants 
18 months ago and started 
making monthly payments. 

Judge English said that 
the money that was being 


used to retire these war- 
rants would now be chan- 
neled into some _ paving 
work that is needed in the 
county. 

The County Commis- 
sioner of each district does 
owe some money which they 
are paying back at the rate 
of $1,000 each per month.

with him, Our own pleasures 
consumed every moment, Tloy- 
ed my father, but with a knife- 
like pain I realized that never in 
all my life had T actually told 
him so, The long journey from 
out the warm southland into 
the bleakness of anorthern win- 
ter became a prayer that there 
might still be time to let him 
know, 

My throat was tight as I 
entered the dear, familiar 
home, I tiptoed into my father’s 
room,eager to say the words too 
long unsaid, He opened his eyes, 
and it seemed to me the light 
of recognition flickered tiredly 
in them for a moment, Then 
coma, 

Through the long week that 
followed I knew a fierce jea- 
lousy of the trained nurses who 
cared for him so efficiently. I 
sat by his bedside for hours at 
a time, hoping consciousness 
would return to him for a mo- 
ment, that I might beg him to 
stay with us, Then, one rainy 
night, he died in my arms, as 
quietly as he had lived. How I 
wish I had told my father how 
much I loved him, 

After the ordeal of the fu- 
neral, the task of going through 
his traveling bag and his poc- 
kets was delegated to me, in 
search of any unpaid bills, and 
unfinished business, Unfinish- 
ed business!

Buck’s Pocket 


Nestled quietly in De- 
Kalb County, 15 miles south 
of Scottsboro on South Sauty 
Creek, is one of Alabama’s 
most enchanting sights,

About the only uncom- 
plimentary thing that canbe 
said about Buck’s Pocket 
is the difficulty in getting 
there. The roads, es- 
pecially during dry sum- 
mer months, are about as 
dusty as any in the state, 
But once you get there you 
will agree that the trip is 
worth the effort, 

Picnic lunches woulda 
definitely be in order for 
Buck’s Pocket. Huge siabs 
of rock jetting out in all 
directions make excellent 
eating places and local citi- 
zens have built bar-b-que 
pits to cook on, Another 
must is a camera. You will 
see some of Alabama’s 
finest scenery as you gaze 
across to the mountain on 
the other side and to the 
backwaters of Guntersville 
Dam as they ripple to with- 
in one or two miles of the 
Pocket. There is excellent 
fishing and boating avail- 
able on these waters too. 

Many stories have 
come out of Sand Mountain 
concerning the way Buck’s 
Pocket got its name. Some 
say that years ago there 
were thousands of deer in 
this area and Indians would 
stampeed them off the 800 
foot cliff into what they 
called a ‘‘Buck’s’’ pocket.
